Those who were present at Bigelow 


ohnrch last evening to hear Prof. 
Richard Parsons, of the Ohio Wesleyau 
University, of Delaware, lecture on 
"Greece and Her People" were amply 
repaid for their attendance. 
The lec- 


ture was a very instructive one, while 
here and there, a laughable anecdote 
well told, or a charming bit of word 
painting, descriptive of the scenery or 
Mine picturesque ~ruin, saved the lec- 
ture from being tedious, and served to 
hold the undivided attention of the 
audience. 


Professor Parsons is a.man of appar- 


ently 45 or SO years of ago, rather tail 
and of good presence. He is an easy 
speaker and a very good elocutionist. 
Altogether the entertainment was one 
of the most agreeable of the season. 
The audience was only moderately 
^l»rf*e, but it gave the lecturer the clos- 
est attention -something always gratr 


' 
ifylng to a public speaker. 
Among 


other things the audience learned that 


v while ancient .Athens environed -the 


famed Acropolis, modern Athens lies 
to the north and the'north-east. At 
first glance a foreigner would say that 
Athens is wholly modern. Many of 
the houses have the appearance "of 
newness, while tho general air of the 
city, with the wa'ther broad streets, 
carries with it a faint suggestion of 
Paris—very faint. As one progresses 
from the north towards- the Acropolis, 
however, ho finds himself in the older 
parts of Athens—the Athens of history, 
where the streets are narrow and tor- 
tuous, the houses old and weather- 
beaten. 
Persons might easily lose 


their way in those norrow streets and 
not locate themselves again for hours. 
Standing on the hills" buck of the city 
and looking down upon it, ono is struck 
with the shupo of the house tops, nearly 
all of them being more or less flat; or 
at least some part of the roof is flat. 
Here the Athenian often sleeps at night 
and the women hang out their clothes. 
In the soxithern part of tho country the 
houses tire all Hat roofed. A-peculiarity 
of Athens and also of the whole country 
is that the people live and do business 
out of doors, Th'py monopolize the 
streets with-their'wares,', and the air is 
filled with the cries of eager merchants, 
telling the virtues of .their wares. The 
Greek thinks it proper to ask two or 
three times what a thing is worth, and 
expects .you tc offer much less than its 
true value. Then there is a chance for 
haggling, and finally after much talk 
you strike a bargain'. They are the 
the shrewdest people on earth at driv- 
ing bargains. The Jews are not in it 
with thorn, and consequently there are 
no Jews in Athens. It is said that one 
camo to Athons once, but broke up and 
left in despair. 


The 
Greek is opposed to 
.much 


manual labor and eats very little. 
They hava only two meals a day, the 
first tncal at noon and the dinner in 
the evening. He is not very particular 
about wha^he oats either, nor does he 
care how it is cooked. 
If his bread is 


dirty it is all tho same to him. They 
are very hospitable however, and a 
stranger is always welcomed- to their 
homes.' 


Tho -Greek women arc not treated 


with the same consideraaion nud re- 
spoot that American women are. 
The 


x birCh of a daughter is looked upon by 


tho Greeks as a misfortune and it is 
usually concealed from the mother as 
long as possible for fear tho- shook 


,, nuty prove fatal. 
A Oeetc family 


rich in daughters is esteemed as being 
poor indeed. If you ask a Greek how 
many children ho has ho will likely 
say two sons and throe—"I bog your 
pardons" — the 
"I 
beg your par- 


dons," being girls. 
This is because 


of their peculiar marriage customs, 
With them sentiment does not enter 
into a marriage contract—it is simply 
and purely a matter of business. 
A 


proposal of marriugo always comes 
from tho parents of the girl and the 
young -man whom 
ho 
approaches 


shrugs his shoulders and inquires after 
her 
dowry. 
If her parents 
are 


able 
to 
give 
largo 
dowries 


there 
is 
no difficulty 
in 
marry- 


ing 
off their daughters. 
If 
they 


arc poor and have several girls, the 
difficulty-is much greater. Yet, there 
are few unmarried women in Greece. 
They say marriages contracted thus 
seldom if over vuru out badly. Neither 
expects anything and neither are dis- 
appointed. The" women, especially if 
beautiful, do not go out much in the 
daytime, unattended, and in no country 
of Europe are they better behaved or 
more virtuous than iu Greece. They 
have much of tho. drudgery and hard 
work of tho household to perform, and, 
altogether there is much room for 'im- 
provement in the condition of tho 
Grecian woman. 


Tho Greek nation is a patriotic one 


and every one 
loves his 
country 


with an ardent affection. 
It is, also a 


very religious country, tho state and 
the church being almost the same, the 
king participating- in many of 
the 


more important ceremonies of the 
church. The Greek raay be said to be 
born into the church, for he is baptized 
nnd considered a member when he is a 
mere infant. The nation is a victim of 
depreciated money, This is clue to tho 
fact that shortly after the country- 
gained its freedom from Turkey the 
country was heavily bonded to build 
railroads and public highways and sub- 
sequently was unable to mccjt its obli- 
gations, and tho money depreciated 
'greatly.
